WASHINGTON (#)—The state

American cities by Soviet and 
satellite delegates to the “Worid 
Peace” conierence. 

It circulated a noice io em- 
bassies of their home countries, 
reminding them that the delegates 
were granted admission to this 
country only for the purpose of 
attending’ the controversial con- 
cerencé in New York. 

Now that the conference is over, 
the department announced, © the 
United States assumes the dele- 
gates will leave within a “reason- 
able time.” 

The notice was sent to the Rus- 
sian, Czecho-Slovakian, Polish and 
Yugoslav embassies. 

The justice department an- 
nounced the delegates will be noti-
